Constitution.” 
It was quite a pleasant surprise to 
many when Delegate Bob Williams 
walked into the hall with Mr. Haskell. 
he being hen between trains enroute 
to Guthrie. 
The two sp* akers were presented to 
the audience 
by 
Delegate Carlton 
Weaver in a few well chosen words, 
complimenting each for therr valuable 
work in the convention. 
Mr. Haskell was the first speaker 
and plunged at once into his subject. 
He had no prepared speech 
He ii id 
not need one. 
He is so thoroughly fa • 
miliar with the subject that there is 
not a section, sentence or clause which 
he can not talk about and explain fully, j 
His method a1 presenting it, and par- j 
Ocularly with the Asp constitution, the 
“ red light.” makes conclusions so con­ 
clusive as to be an argument the re- 
i publicans will never be able to meet. 
Among other things he said: 
“ Some newspapers had kept stand­ 
ing in type the charge that the conven­ 
tion was enacting legislation and not 
making a constitution, using it day 
after day. 
He said not a constitution 
for twenty years had not been made 
' which consisted o f less than forty-five 


pages, yet one editor claimed he could 
write it on a page and a half of paper. 
That editor would not know a consti­ 
tution from * Beecher’s Life of Christ ’ 
if he was to meet it in the road. 
“ There are three classes who think 
there is too much legislation in the 
constitution. First, the man who reads 
the newspapers and believes all they 
say; second, those who do not know; 
third, the railroad magnate who stood 
by and saw the lumber trust pinched 
the other day and wanted legislation 
1 stopped before his turn came. 
•* These are the three kinds of kickers 
against the constitution and I have not 
an apology to offer for a single line be­ 
tween the 4 kivers* of that book. 
Mr. Haskell spoke about an hour and 
thirty minutes and gave a most excel­ 
lent analysis of the constitution. 
Delegate Bob Williams was next pre­ 
sented to the large audience and after 
paying a tribute tothe “ Young Rome ” 
and the thnftyhood of her citizens he 
spoke in general of the work of the 
convention. 
He was warmly received, 
as he always is when he visits Ada. 
Mr. Haskell is on a tour through the 
state defending the work of the con­ 
vention and making votes for its ratitl-

Clark street becam e as infamous for 
the bunko game in the days of the Mc­

bunko steerers were gamblers, and the 
gam blers, or m any of them, were bun­ 
ko steerers. 
Harry Law rence was one 
of the hest known of the bunko men. 
Before McDonald becam e known as 
the gam bler king of tin* city he was 
strongly interested in the bunko game. 
In b r i e f , tilt* bunko game was oper­ 
ated in this way: 
The steerers, well- 
dressed and suave, sought their prey 
in the b o t e l s principally .
